^ sists that he will not, Sherwood 
has declared removal p roceedings 
will be instituted with the state 
civil service commission.

Amrine is acting sup erintendent 
at the farm. 
' Sources close to the welfare de­ 
p artment let it be k nown today 
that the director is hop eful that 
it 
will be unnecessary to 
file 
charges and go through a p ublic 
hearing, but if it is, Sherwood will 
^p ull no p unches. 
Guards To Testify 
The same sources, whether, jus­ 
tifiably or not, asserted that the 
hearing would be "sensational,” 
that at least 32 London 
p rison 
farm guards would testify of acti­ 
vities at the sup p osedly model p en­ 
al institution which would reflect 
no credit on Jenk ins, 
But there is another side to the 
story , 
that of 
Jenk ins’ 
many 
M? friends, p articularly in Mansfield 
where for 31 y ears he was identi­ 
fied with the men’s reformatory . 
They insist that Jenk ins is being 
made a victim of state p olitics. 
Petitions were being circulated 
by his friends in Mansfield, ask ­ 
ing Sherwood to give Jenk ins a 
"square deal.” 
Citing his ex cellent record dur­ 
ing 31 y ears at the Mansfield in­ 
stitution, John Finefrock , one of 
the p etitioners, said: 
"We believe Jenk ins should not 
be condemned before he has had a 
hearing, and that until he has been 
heard —fairly and without p olitical 
interference —his friends should 
stand by him.” 
But thus far there is no evi­ 
dence that the p leas of Jenk ins’ 
friends in his behalf have done 
any thing to change the attitude 
of Director Sherwood that Jenk ins 
must not be p ermitted to return to 
his London p ost,

Although Finland is supplying 
the fireworks, two most import­ 
ant countries to 
watch are Italy 
and Rumania. 
It is risky to make predictions, 
but some State Department offi­ 
cials believe Italy 
is 
closer to 
throwing her weight on the side 
of the Allies than ever before. And 
the big reason is Russia. 
Press dispatches from Rome tell 
how Italian crowds booed the Rus­ 
sian Embassy during 
the attack 
upon Finland. This, however, was 
mere surface sentiment. What the 
Italians really are worried about 
is Rumania, which they believe is 
next on Stanlin’s list.

OVEMBER business reached the high­ 
est level in a decade, and from pres­ 
ent indications the December business is 
going to make another record. 
‘‘Business 
sentiment” is said to be confused, but 
somehow business itself seems to push 
ahead regardless of doubt in high places. 
But the stock market, to the surprise 
of many people, reflects that doubt. 
The 
buying in Wall Street fails to match the 
buying in the department stores, in spite 
of the apparent bargains in the security 
list. 
Average stocks lately are reported 
as selling at $150 a share, as they were 
a year ago, instead of the $195 they 
brought in the brief boom of 1937. 
Will the present boom be equally 
brief? 
Evidently investors fear it will. 
This is not a w ar boom. 
Nearly all of 
the demand is said to be for things that 
people normally want. 
So far, says one 
expert, the war has neither helped nor 
hurt American business. 
The veteran business economist, Roger 
Babson, who foretold the collapse of 1929, 
explains the situation thus: 
‘‘We have 
had depression and doldrums so long in 
America that we have come to think of 
hard times as normal times. 
America is 
just as afraid of prosperity today as she 
:was of depression ten years ago.” 
He believes those who think we can 
Bever have another boom will be just as 
;wrong as those who in 1929 thought we 
Could never have another depression. 


THE OTHER VILLAINS

HERE has been horror in Italy at Rus­ 
sia’s invasion of Finland. 
The Tele­ 
gram , of Rome, commented on it as 
follow s: 
‘‘If there is any example of interna­ 
tional politics now in which the issues are 
most clear, in which the figure of the ag­ 
gressor and that of the victim are well 
defined, in which the eternal truth of the 
ancient dialogues between the wolf and 
the lamb find the clearest reincarnation, it 
is this one.” 
That paragraph should make interest­ 
ing reading in Ethiopia— or should we say, 
in Italian East Africa?— and in Albania. 
There’ll be more hope for new and 
lasting peace in the world when an aggres­ 
sor nation sees its own government’s wolf­ 
ish behavior as clearly as this and speaks 
out fearlessly against it. 
So far they are 
worried only about the sins of others.

ASHINGTON— Herbert Hoover’s de­ 
mand th at Roosevelt withdraw the 
American Ambassador from Russia has put 
the present incumbent of the W hite House 
on an amusing and paradoxical spot. 
Inside fact is that EDR seriously con­ 
sidered recalling Ambassador Steinhardt 
some time ago, but the State Department 
opposed. 
And now that Mr. Hoover has 
decided to do some coaching from the 
sidelines, Roosevelt is not so likely to fol­ 
low the advice. 
For one sure way of not 
getting something done around the White 
House is to have Mr. Herbert Hoover 
urge it. 
Not many people knew it at the time, 
but Roosevelt was very much irked at Mos­ 
cow during the seizure of the City of Flint. 
At that time, Ambassador Steinhardt suf­ 
fered all sorts of indignities. 
W hen he 
(tried to telephone Captain Gainnard, com- 
| m ander of the vessel, the connection was 


I cut. 
W hen he tried to see Foreign Minis­ 
ter Molotoff, he was kept cooling his heels 
for ten hours. 
W hen he went anyplace 
outside of the Embassy, he was shadowed. 
It is a long established rule of inter­ 
national law that an ambassador can see 
I 
the president or king of any country im­ 
mediately. An ambassador represents the 
person of his chief. 
An insult to him is 
an insult to the head of his state. 
So Roosevelt, increasingly provoked at 
the Russians, proposed to show his dis­ 
pleasure by recalling Steinhardt, though 
he did not want to sever diplomatic 
relations. 
The State Department, however, ob­ 
jected that Stalin would not give a snap 
of his fingers whether the United States 
kept an ambassador in Moscow or not. 
Only the United States would suffer, since 
Steinhardt could accomplish far more by 
remaining on the job than a charge 
d’affaires or other member of the embassy 
staff. 
So Steinhardt remained, and regardless 
of Herbert Hoover, the State Department 
still leans toward this policy. 
They be­ 
lieve that withdrawing our ambassador or 
I severing diplomatic relations merely would 
be cutting off our nose to spite our face. 
For they have to do business with the Rus­ 
sians even if they don’t like them.

Dentures and 
Sense of Taste 


Does the wearing of dentures 
affect the sense of taste? 
Artificial teeth are generally be­ 
lieved to affect taste, but the facts 
are that they do not alter taste ap­ 
preciably at all. Experim ents made 
by Professor Laird at Philadelphia 
with different substances — sweet, 
salt, tart tastes— showed no change. 
The people on whom the experiment 
was made were blindfolded and 
even in great dilutions they were 
able to tell sweet tastes and even 
distinguish between orange, pine­ 
apple and grapefruit juice. 
It m ust be remembered that taste 
preferences change with passing 
years, w hether one wears dentures 
or not, and th at there is a numbing 


due to age, which is probably why 
people believe that the dentures ac­ 
tually affect their sense of taste. 


Glasses to Remedy 
Astigmatism 


I had my eyes tested a while 
ago and was told I had astigma­ 
tism. I arn wearing glasses for 
this now but I do not think I see 
quite clearly yet. I am under 
the impression that the glasses 
should correct all visual defects 
and that I should see quite 
clearly. 


Properly-fitted 
glasses 
correct 
astigm atism and make the vision 
clearer, but they do not always nec­ 
essarily make sharp vision. Before 
glasses are fitted the eyes try to cor­ 
rect astigm atism and are able to do 
so to a certain extent, and they may 
continue to strain after the glasses 
are put on, which creates a little 
blurring, lf glasses for astigm atism 
do not correct the defect completely 
after being worn for six months, 
they should be investigated. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
II. S.: “ Is there any special food 
or diet which a woman can follow 
before or after the birth of her child 
which will assure her of a good sup­ 
ply of milk for her infant?” 
Answer: A general diet is all that 
can be advised. There is no single 
food which will increase the flow of 
milk, although since milk should 
contain calcium aud fat, it is well 
for the expectant mother to drink 
cow’s milk in order to assure her­ 
self of plenty of calcium, and fats 
in various forms, such as eggs. The 
diet should also include vegetables, 
fruits, meat, bread and butter.
